Under  Investigation 

'T* think  Frankhouscr  just  wanted, 
to  take  a look  at  the  new  boy  in. 

At  the  time,  , 
Frankhouser  Avas  under  investigation 
for  possible  possession  of  automatic 
weapons.  He  had  directed  a secret 
camp  in  ^ the  Blue  Mountains  of  ’ 
Schuylkill  County,  where  Klansmen 
and  Minutemen  held  maneuvers  and 
stored  weapons. 

, During  the  next  - few  months, 
Frankhouser  and  Slamon  often  ran 
into  each  other  in  Jimmie  Kramejl's 
Peanut  Bar,  a tavern  in  downtowm 
'lading  near  Frankhouser’s  homeion, 
S()uth  Fourth  Street. 

The  smooth-talking  Frankhouser 
hinting  to  Slamon  that  he 
could  help  uncover  an  active  traffic 
In  stolen  weapons.  Finally,  on  Sept. 
22,  1972,  in  a ride  vnth  Slamon  in  a 
government  car  through  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Dutch  farming  coiuitry,  he 
agi*eed  to  become  a government  in- 
formant. ' . 

*T  told  him  at  the  time  that  our 
primary  interests  were  the  militant 
groups  that  Avere  very  active  — the 
black  militants,  the  JDL  (Jewish  De- 
fense League),  the  IRA  (Irish  Repub- 
lican Army),  and  the  Black  Septem-'* 
ber,”  Slamon  said.  ‘*Roy  told  me  that 
he  had  connections  in  almost  every 
group.'^ 

Although  none  of  those  organi;ja-  ' 
tions  seemed  * particularly  close  'to 
lirankhouser's  various  causes,  there

Slamon  got  approval  for  a mission 
from  higher  authorities,  including  the 
National  Security  Council  and  John 
Caulfield,  Avho  was  then  assistant  di- 
rector of  enforcement  for  the  alcohol 
and  firearms  bureau.  .(Caulfield^  a 
former  New  York  City  policeman, 
se;,wed  the  Nixon  Administration -at. 
various  times  under  John  D.  Ehrlich- 
mm,  Charles  Colson  and  John  W. 
Dtian  UL  He  resigned  in  the  sprijig 
of.  1973  when  it  was  disclosed  tllat 
he  tried  to  persuade  Watergate  burg- 
lar James  P.  McCord  to  remain  silent 
by  offering  him  clemency.) 

Slamon  has  testified  in  a closed 
hearing  in  federal  court  in  Philadel-

Earlier  he  had  reported  to  the  fire- 
arms bureau  that  Black  September 
Avas  interested  in  bu3dng  automatic 
AA^eapons  and  explosives  in  order  “to 
kidnap  and/or  assassinate  Jewsfe, 
leaders  in  the  Eastern  U.S.,”  accord- 
ing to  Slamon’s  testimony. 

In  an  official  report  filed  Oct  3, 
197)1,  the  Washington  office  of  the 
firearms  bmeau  said,  “avc  are  cojS- 
vinced  of  both  the  authenticity  and 
valhe  of  information  he  can  supply.'l' 

In  recent  years  there  has  been  coji- 
cern  among  law-enforcement  authori- 
ties that  Canada's  Arab  population, 
estimated  at  100,000,  might  provide 
base  for  small  groups  of  exti'emists. 

There  have  been  fCAV  serious  prob- . 
lems  so  far,  although  a year  ago  the 
Royal  Canadian  Mounted  Police  in- 
tercepted some  letter  bombs  that  had' 
been  mailed  in  Canada.  Spokesmen

Frankhouser’s  first  contact  was  a ' 
gun  dealer  in  Buffalo,  N,  Y.,  who  re- 
portedly had  connections  Avith  Arab 
extremists  in  Toronto.  He  Avas  then 
led  to  additional  contacts  in  Toronto, 

, whom  Slamon  said  he  met  through  a 
single  intermediary.  The  National  Se-  . 
curity  Council  and  the  firearms  bu- 
reau have  refused  to  identify  the  con- 
tacts.

llie  Canadian  mission  finally  col- 
lapsed in  early  1973  when  Siamon 
toid  Frankhouser  that  he  had  oi'ders 
from  Washington  to  turn  all  informa- 
tion over  to  tlis  Royal  Canadian 
jV'Iounted  Police,  who  were  conducting 
their  own  investigation  of  Black  Sep- 
tember. When  asked  to  cooperate 
'yith  the  Canadians,  Frankhouser's 
response  was  a blunt  *hio  thaiiks.'* 
Frankhouser  also  complained  of 
" being  underpaid. 

There  may  well  have  been  disillu- 
sionment on  the  government’s  part, 
too.  Siamon  has  concluded  that  the 
mission  accomplished  little  and  that 
Fraiikhousesr  never  actually  pene- 
trated Black  September-  There  has 
never  been  Toronto-based  terrorism 
•against  American  ^ Zionists,  as  w'as 
feared. 

Though  miffed  at  the  government, 

* Frankhouser  kept  up  his  contact  with 
Siamon  in  Reading.  Soon  they  were 
working  together  on  a subject  that 
Frankhouser  knew  well:  stolen  arms 
aud  munitions  in  the  Reading  area. 

’ Jt  w'as  in  this  role  that  Frankhous- 
ei^s  roles  as  government  agent  and 
dangerous  extremist  began  to  blur.

'Agents  fcriid 
die  dynamise  ir.  lo/.cs,  covered  them 
^ga;Q  and  estab'isbed  surveihan^'e. 

"We  sat  uii  it  for  a couple  of  days, 
and  there  i*"*  movement/*  Sla- 
inon  said.  “‘We  C'^uldn’t  v/atcu  it  24. 
hours  a day,  sevxn  days  a week,  nad 
we  were  afraid  mat  sonas  ch/idren 
plajdng  on  tue  ra.Ircad  embard:ment, 
or  even  a worker,  would  oi?'Cover  it 
and  maybe  injure  himself  wltb  it.  We 
didn’t  kr.ow  the  nature  of  it  at  the 
time.  It  couia  have  been  geialin  dy- 
namite that  had  been  'weeping/  and 
ii  could  have  veen  liighiy  vclaMle  . . . 
even  a nudge  could  set  it  off.” 

After  a few  days,  the  firearms  bu- 
reau called  In  an  Army  demolition  ^ 
team  to  remOve^  and  destroy  die  ex- 
plosives. The  local  newspapers  v/ere 
told  that  a boy  and  his  dog  had  dis- 
covered the  cache. 


Elaborate  Scheme  ^ 

‘ Frankhouser  then  offered  an  elabo- 
rate scheme  to  set  up  an  arms  pur- 
chase from  a Reading  man  named 
Bert  Jones.  Ke  asked  $1,000  for  bis 
services. 

The  government  turned  down  the 
proposal  loi'  two  reasons:  It  ulti- 
mately would  involve  publicity  of  die 
government’s  relationship  v/ith 
Frankhouser,  and  it  might  endanger 
his  life.  Siamon  said  his  superiors  in 
Philadelphia-  “told,  me  they  didn’t 
want  to  go  tlirough  with  the  deal  the 
way  it  was  set  up^r-Roy’s  involve- 
ment and  tile  publicity.”  And  so  the 
plan  died. 

Then  in  September  1973,  Frank- 
bouser  M^as  implicated  in  a large  dy- 
namite theft.  The  government  con- 
tends that  he  was  involved  not  as  an 
informant  but  as  a participant, 

Between  January  and  July  1973, 
the  government  says,  there  were  sev- 
eral dynamite  thefts  from  the  mines 
of  the  Reading  Anthracite  Co.  in 
Schuylkill  County. 

The  material  stolen  included  9d0 
pounds  of  Trojan  U.  S.  Powder  No.  16 
Super  Primer,  plus  hundreds  of  elec- 
tric blasting  eapa-and  thousands  of 
feet  of  detonating  cord.

UNITED  KLANS  OF  AMERICA,  INC. 
KNIGHTS  OF  THE  KU  KLUX.  KLAN  (UKA) 


The  United  Klans  of  America,  Inc.,  Knights  of  the 
Ku  Klux  Klan  (UKA)  was  chartered  in  1961  at  Atlanta,  Georgia. 
It  was  formed  as  a result  of  splits  in  and  consolidation  of! 
other  Klan  groups.  In  July,  1961,  the  United  Klans,  Knighits 
of  the  Ku  Klux  Klan  of  America,  Incorporated,  merged  with  ' ’ 
the  Alabama  Knights,  Knights  of  the  Ku  Klux  Klan.  The  merged 
organization  was  headed  by  Robert  Shelton.  In  October,  1961, 
a majority  of  the  Ku  Klux  Klan,  were  merged  with  the  UICA  and 
Robert  Shelton  continued  as  the  leader.

The  UKA  is  the  dominant  Klan  group  in  the  United 
States  with  headquarters  located  at  Tuscaloosa,  Alabama, 
and  Klaverns  in  various  states.  Robei't  Shelton  of  Tuscaloosa, 
Alabama,  continues  to  be  the  Imperial  Y/izard  of  the  organi- 
zation. The  stated  aims  and  purposes  of  the  UKA  are  the 
promotion  of  Americanism,  white  supremacy  and  segregation  of 
the  races.  Like  other  Klan  organizations,  it  is  anti-Negro, 
anti-Semitic,  and  anti-foreign  born. 

Klan  members  and  leaders  have  been  involved  in 
atrocities  including  beatings,  bombings,  and  murders,  and 
have  engaged  in  activities  seeking  to  deny  others  their 
constitutional  rights.

Edward  N.  Slamon,  the 
head  of  the  ATF  bureau  in 
Frankliouser’s  hometown  of 
Heading,  Pa., . described 
Frankhouser's  activities  as 
a |goyernment  informant  in 
great  ■ detail  during  three 
luil  days  of  secret  court 
testimony  last  year.  The 
^65-page-  transcript  of 
Slamon’s  testimony,  to- 
gether with  403  pages  of 
testimony  by  Frankhouser, 
an  FBI-agent  and  an  assist- 
ant U.S.  attorney,  have 
since  been  made  public. 

SLAMON  SAID  Frank- 
houser was  only  interested 
in  the  money  he  could  earn 
as  a government  informant. 

At  the  time  Frankhouser 
.-was  working  for  him, 
Slamon  wrote  several 
memos  describing  him  as 
an  excellent  infiltrator  and 
confidential  informant.  In 
one  memo,  Slamon  told  his 
superiors  that  Frankhouser 
•“has  been  able  to  penetrate 
an  well  organized  burglary 
aild  hijacking  ring  at  great 
pt’ponal  risk.” 

in  late  1972,  Frankhouser 
traveled  to  Canada  in  an  ef- 
fort to  make  contact  with 
Afab  Black  Septembe^ter- 
rorists  who  U.S.  ofucials 
feared  might  try  to  kidnap 
• or  assassinate  American 
Jewish  leaders.  Slamon 
said  the  operation  was  ap- 
proved in  the  White  House 
by  the  National  Security 
Council. 

“Of  course,  the  idea  was 
to  find  out  what  the  Black 
September  group  was  plan- 
ning with  regard  to  sky- 
jackings or  assass!  ‘ations 
and  so  forth,”  Slamon  testi- 
fied. “This  was  his  mis- 
sion.” 

. NOTHING  CAME  of  the 
mission  but  there  was  no 
doubt  that  Frankhouser 
w.ns  then  a trusted  agent. 

Memos  placed  in  .the 
court  records  indic^e  that 


Frankhouser  reported  to  his 
superiors  thgt  the  . Black

. his  arrest,  Frankhouser  has 
told  associates  that  he  is 
now  convinced  that  the  CIA 
and  British  intelligence  are 
in  some  way  involved  in  the 
Arab  terrorist  organization. 

A less  romantic  mission 
apparently  was  asssigned 
to  Frankhouser  the  follow- 
ing April.  According  to  an 
affidavit  he  recently  signed 
under  oath,  Frankhouser 
spied  — on  behalf  of  gov- 
ernment prosecutors  — on 
Robert  Miles,  a Ku  Klux

between  U.S.  attorneys,  his 
lawyer  and  Senior  'Judge 
Thomas  J.  Clary, 

IN  RETURN  FOR  the  plea, 
Frankhouser  could  receive  a 
five-year  sentence  which  could 
be  suspended.  The-  charges 

could  have  brought  the  defen- 
dant 20  years  in  jail  and  320,000 
in  fines. 

Additionally,  the  former  Ku 
Klux  Klan  leader  agreed  as  part 
of  the  bargain  to  take  a lie 
detector  lest  on  his  knowledge  of 
the  October  1973  bombings  in 
Reading  which  killed  one  person 
aijd  injured  two  others.  He  also 
agreed  to  cooperate  in  that  in- 
vestigation with'  federal  in-  • 
vestigators.  , . 


Judge  Clary  warned 
Frankhouser  that  the  court  was 
not  bound  by  the  sudden 
agreement.  He  said  the  im- 
plementation of  it  depended  on 
the  results  of  a court  in- 
vestigation and  the  degree  of 
cooperation  the  defendant  gives 
.autnovities. 

Violatiori  of  any  portion  of  the 
agreement^  warned  the  judge, 
woulo  result  jn  Frankhouser 
serving  the  full  five  years. 

THE  DEFENDANT,  who 
claim.s  to  be  a member  of  at 
least  40  right-wing  groups,  is, 
accused  of  being  the  go-between 
^ for  the  disposal  of  139  pounds  of 
explosives,  245  blasting  caps  and

REPEATEDLY  admitted  hie 
guilt  under  questioning  by  Judge 
Clary  as  to  whether  or  not  he 
understand  the  plea  bargain. 

At  the  request  of  Curran,  his 
assistant,  J,  Clayton  Un- 
dercoffler,  reviewed  the 
testimony  that  would  have  been 
offered  to  convict  Frankhouser 
had  the  case  been  tried. 

This  is  the  account:  On  May  9, 
3973,  17  cases  of  U^S.  super 
primer  — a highly  explosive 
TNT  — were  stolen  from  the  St 
Clair  company  by  James  J. 
Culbert  of  St.  Clair  and  Thomas

Charles  E.  .Sims  of  Detroit^  an 
admitted  participant  in  radical 
activities..  Sims  subsequf ntly ' * 
traveled  to  Reading  and^met  . 
with  Frankjiouser.  ^ ‘ \

The  following  day,  Sims  and  a 
man  known  as  Fox'*  went 
back  to  the  magazine  and  stole 
more  explosives.

UNDEKCOFFLER  told  the 
court  that  Frankhouser  had 
contacted  lederal  agents  and 
told  them  of  the  call  in  which 
Jones  asked  him  to  sell  or 
distribute  the  stolen  dynamite. 

He  said  they  decided  to  have 
Frankhouser  proceed  with  the 
operation  as  an  undercover 
agent  for  the  government,  but 
decided  to  scrap  the  project  for 
FrankhouseFs  safety.

Foilowing  the  procedure, 
Curran  stated  that  investigators 
are  no  closer  to  solving  the 
Reading  bombings  and  there 
was  doubt  if  any  of  the  ex- 
plosives in  the  case  had  been 
used  in  Reading. 

Frankhouser,  dressed  in  a 
baggy  brown  suit,  appeared  to 
be  subdued  during  tte 
proceeding.  He  answered 
Ciuestions  formally,  but  at  ona 
point  admitted  to  being  nervpus. 

As  the  courtroom  was  being 
cleared,  Frankhouser  turn|id  to 
one  of  his  supporters  an4.  ex- 
tended his  hand.

He  stated  he  was  authorized  by  the 
federal  law  enforcement  agencies  “to 
break  into  offices  and  homes  and  to 
eavesdrop  on  telephones”  in  an  effort  to 
'gather  information  that  would  force  Van 
'Hoove  to  leave  the  district  attorney's  of- 
■fi^‘e. 

'Frankhouser,  a onetime  member  of 
tlie  American  Nazi  Party  and  former-

Kllix  Kian,  intimated  the  purpose  of  the 
alleged  campaign  to  discredit  the  dis-

ago  and  that-  he  believed  he  had  been 
investiga^'ed  by  the  FBI  and  the  Penn- 
sylvania State  Crime  Commission. 

Frankhouser’s  appearance  hefe  was

But  in  United  States  District  Court 
here  on  Tuesday,  Frankhouser  — a Ku 
Kiux  Klansman  and  American  Nazi 
from  Heading  who  the  government  now 
says  crossed  the  line  between  infiltrator 
and  willing  criminal  — goes  on  trial  on 
charges  that  could  put  him  in  prison  for 
a long  time. 

“My  partner  in  crime  was  Uncle 
Sam.'*  The  35-year-old  Frankhouser 
told  a news  conference  last  v;eek  de- 
spite a warning  from  his  lawyer,  and  jn 
aj:parent  violation  of  a 'court  *'gag” 
order. 

The  Frankhouser  case  gives  the  pub- 
lic a rare  peek  at  the  methods  the 
government  uses  in  attempting  to  deal 
with  extremist  groups.  The  case  also 
seems  to  demonstrate  a curious  alliance 
among  extremists  that  appears  to  blur 
the  line  between-  le^t  and  right. 

Frankhouser  has  been  an  active 
racism-ranting  and  gun-toting  ex- 
tremist for  all  of  his  adult  life.  He  is  a 
member  of  dozens  of  right-wing  or- 
ganizations. He  was  an  officer  of  the 
KKK  in  Pennsylvania  and  an  active 
participant  in  the  Minutemen,  the 
American  Nazi  movement  and  similar 
groups. 

But  now  that  he  is  in  trouble,  Frank- 
houser has  joined  forces  with  the  U.S. 
Labor  party,  a gi‘oup  on  the  far  left  that 
arranged  his  news  conference  last 
week. 

Both  Frankhouser  and  Labor  party 
members  insist  that  there  is  no  formal 
link  between  them.  Apparently  the  at- 
tl^action  is  that  they  are  convinced  they 
have  common  enemies.

The 
465-page  transcript  of  Slamon^s  testi- 
mony, together  with  403  pages  of  testi- 
mony by  Frankhouser,  an  FBI  agent 
and  an  assistant  U.S.  attorney,  have 
been  made  public  since  then. 

Slamon  said  Frankhouser  was  in- 
terested only  in  the  money  he  could  earn 
' as  a government  informant. 

At  the  time  Frankhouser  was  work-  ; 
ing  for  him,  Slamon  wrote  several 
memos  describing  him  as  an  excellpt 
infiltrator  and  confidential  informant 
In  one  memo,  Slamon  told  his  superiors 
that  Frankhouser  “has  been  able  to 
penetrate  a well-organized  burglary  and 
hijacking  ring  at  great  personal  risk/" 

In  late  1972,  Frankhouser  traveled  to 
Canada  in  an  effort  to  make  contact 
with  Arab  Black  September  terrorists 
who  U:S.  officials  feared  might  try  to 
kidnap  or  assassinate  American  Jewish 
leaders.  Slamon  said  the  operation  was 
approved  in  the  White  House  by  the 
National  Security  Council.

PURPOSE : To  advise  of  request  by  Departmental  representative  on 
the  Special  Review  Committee  (SRC)  that  two  afore- 
mentioned Cointelpro  actions  regarding  Mr.  Frankhouser  be  excised 
for  delivery  to  the  Department. 

SYNOPSIS:  SRC,  as  a result- of  its  review  of  discontinued  Cointelpro 
actions,  determined  that  Frankhouser  should  be  notified. 
Subsequent  to  notification  he  contacted  his  Congressman' who  for- 
warded a request  to  this  Bureau.  We  responded  with  letters  to  the 
Congressman  and  requester  advising  that  the  request  under  Cointelpro 
should  have  been  directed  to  the  Department  of  Justice  rather  than  the 
Bureau,  and  advising  that  with  regard  to  general  Freedom  of  Infor- 
mation Act  (FOIA)  request  additional  data  would  be  needed  from  the 
requester.  Departmental  representative  on  the  SRC  teiephonically 
requested  that  pertinent  Cointelpro  documents  be  excised  for  delivery 
to  Department.  General  Investigative  Division  supervisory  personnel 
will  proceed  with  the  excision.

DETAILS:  The  SRC  of  the  Department  of  Justice  is  conducting  a 

review  of  our  discontinued  Cointelpros.  During  the  course 
of  its  review,  it  determined  that  Roy  E,  Frankhouser,  Jr. , should^ 
he  notified,  and  the  Department  in  a letter  dated  7/26/76  advised  him 
that  he  may  have  been  affected  by  a Cointelpro  action.  FranMiouser 
subsequently  furnished  the  information  to  the  Honorable  Gus  Yatron, 
Congressman,  Sixth  District  of  Pennsylvania,  with  a request  that  his 
file  be  transmitted  to  Congressman  Yatron's  office  for  subsequent 
transmission  to  Frankhouser.  The  Congressman  then  directed  a 
request  to  this  Bureau  inquiring  as  to  how  he  might  best  respond  to 
Mr.  Frankhouser’s  request  for  assistance. 

The  Records  Management  Division  on  9/16/76  forwarded 
a letter  to  Congressman  Yatron  advising  him  that  requests  for  records 
evolving  out  of  the  7/26/76  letter  regarding  Cointelpro  notification 
from  the  Department  to  Frankhouser  should  have  been  directed  to  the 
Department  rather  than  the  FBI.  A separate  letter  to  Mr.  Frankhouser 
advised  his  request  for  access  to  Cointelpro  records  in  response  to 
the  letter  from  the  Department  of  Justice  should  have  been  directed 
to  the  Department.  Requester  was  further  advised,  with  regard  to 
general  FOIA  request  for  his  FBI  records,  that  he  should  submit 
additional  data  as  well  as  a notorized  signature.  Records  Manage- 
ment Division  is  handling  the  general  request. 


Copies  of  both  letters  were  sent  to  the  Department  and  on 
9/28/76|  I,  Departmental  representative  of  the  SRC,  tele- 

phonically  contacted  SA|  and  indicated  that  Department 

bps  received  the  two  letters  from  the  Bureau  and  now  desires  that 


the  FBI  excise  two  White  Hate  Cointelpro  actions  which  the  SRC  has 
determined  were  directed  against  Frankhouser.  The  Department  will 
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Re:  Roy  E»  Frankhouser,  Jr. 
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then  direct  the  relevant  excised  documents  to  Frankhouser  at  his  resi- 
dence. Pursuant  to  the  request  from  the  Departmental  representative 
of  the  SRC,  General  Investigative  Division  supervisory  personnel  will 
excise  the  appropriate  material  and  forward  it  to  the  Department. 

The  Department  has  previously  forwarded  a written 
request  to  this  Bureau  for  relevant  excised  documents  subsequent  to 
its  receipt  of  a letter  from  a requester  under  the  Cointelpro  Notifica- 
tion Program.  In  this  instance  since  the  request  was  initially  made 
to  the  Bureau  and  we  have  responded  with  a letter  to  the  target  and 
Department,  it  is  felt  the  telephonic  request  will  suffice  and  this 
memorandum  will  serve  to  confirm  ihe  oral  request  from  the 
Department. 
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
